The value of the Reynolds “A” 
and “B” stock the late tobacco 

te left his elder son at the 
time of his death was only $671,694. 
The remainder of the estate, $1,110,- 
227.19, was in cotton mill stock, 
real estate, Government, state and 
municipal bonds, notes and cash in 
bank. 

During the intervening 16 years 
the tobacco stock has enhanced in 
value through bonuses; splits. and 
extra dividends. 

The younger R. J. Reynolds’ 4207 
shares of “B” stock have grown to 
140,230 shares. At the present mar- 
ket price this has a value of $5, 
609,200. The 4564 shares of “A” 
has increased to 152,130 shares 
which at present has a value of $9,- 
127,800. 

Reynolds’ share of his mother’s 
estate, which also was held in frust 
until yesterday, included 5654 shares 
“B” stock which has grown to 17,667 
shares with a valuation of $706,680, 
and 6081 shares.of “A” which has 
grown to 21,501 shares, worth $1,- 
290,120. 

‘The total value of stock he re 
ceived from both parents is $16,- 
733,800. 

In addition to this, the stock has 
paid dividends totaling $8,021,406.95

WASHINGTON, April 5. —Ernest 
T. Weir, a leader of the opposition 
to certain NRA policies, today con- 
tended that “industry can not func- 
tion under such a handicap as would 
be imposed” by the Wagner labor 
bill.

Steel Corporation gave his views to 
the Senate Labor Committee. The 
legislation would make permanent 
the National Labor Board and out- 
law employer-dominated company 
unions,

and industry. 

“Vicious,” “destructive” and 
“grossly unfair” were some of the 
terms applied to the bil! by Weir. 

Hires Lawyer From U. 8. Job. ¢ 

Weir, whom the Government is 
seeking to restrain from violating 
the collective-bargaining features of 
the existing Recovery Att, appeared 
at the hearing with Earl F. Reed, 
who said he was resigning as a spe- 
cial assistant to the United States 
Attorney-General to be attorney for 


| Weir. 


Weir said the average employe 
joins a union only because union or- 
ganizers tell him he has to do so 
to hold his job. 

Under the Wagner bill, he testi- 
fied, employes would be free to 
carry on any kind of propaganda 
but employers would be barred 
from even indicating their attitude 
toward labor union membership. 

Weir took issue with the recent 
remark of William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, concerning alleged destitution 
in Weirton because of the com- 
pany’s attitude toward labor. 

“Nothing can be farther from the 
truth,” the witness said. “The Weir- 
ton plant today is employing more 
people than it ever did. There are 
no idle men in or about Weirton 
who cannot get work if they want 
work.” 

Attack on the Union. 

Regarding Weirton workmen who 
recently appeared before the com- 
mittee, Weir said: 

“They were here because they are 
paid officers and organizers for the 
union, which is trying to take about 
$250,000 a year in dues out of our 
employes.” 

Arthur H. Young, vice-president 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, testified the proposed legisla- 
tion was “vicious,” “undesirable” 
and in disregard of improving rela- 
tions between employers and labor. 

Young said the 32 persons who 
had appeared in support of the bill 
were 16 union labor officers, 10 
Government officials and six col- 
lege professors. 

He asserted the “company un- 
ions” of the steel corporation were 
chosen in. free elections, but that 
organized labor canvassed workers’ 
houses and, dropped literature from 
airplanes to induce employes not to 
participate. 

Charles R. Hook, president of the 
American Rolling Mill Co., charac- 
terized: the bill as tending to de- 
stroy. industrial peace. and democ- 
racy.

Jury Finds: Dennis Barnett, 


Decorator, Guilty of 
Manslaughter. 


A’ jury in Circuit Judge Hart- 
mannh’s court today found Dennis 


Barnett, 35-year-old decorator, 
guilty of manslaughter in the death 
of Patrolman Joseph Theobald Jr., 
who was killed by Barnett’s auto- 
mobile last Nov. 5, and fixed his 
punishment at two years in the pen- 
itentiary, the minimum sentence. 

Theobald, father of two young 
children, was killed early on a 
Sunday morning while he was 
guarding a wrecked automobile in 
front of Triangle Park, 4100 South 
Broadway. He had stepped out 
into the street, flashlight in hand, 
to signal a tow truck which had 
been called, when he was hit by 
Barnett’s car and dragged 60 feet. 

Barnett testified. in his. own de- 
fense that he did not see Theobald 
and that he was traveling at a 
moderate rate of speed. Two wom- 
en and. a man, in the car with 
Barnett, who had attended -a party 
at Eagles’ Hall and then gone for 
a ride in the country, gave similar. 
‘testimony. State’s witnesses testi- 
‘fied that Barnett was exceeding. 
the speed limit of 30 miles per hour 
and had been “oe by Theobald 
to stop.

Consequently, he said; he 
did not have “Becky” or. any other 
weapon when he went to talk to 
Crawford at 9301 North Broadway. 

After Justice of the Peace Les- 
lie Lewis, sitting for Justice Wer- 
remeyer, had decided that there 
was not sufficient evidence to hold 
Sayman, Associate Prosecuting At-’ 
torney Slack said he would take 
the case before the grand jury.

LEAVING BODY 
BESIDE HIGHWAY 


George Adams Found With 
Two Wounds in Chest 
After Farmer Sees Three 


Cars Stop and Hears 
Shooting. 


TWO MEN GOT OUT 
OF ONE MACHINE 


the Two Cars Drove 
Away Toward St. Louis 
Witness Tells County 
Authorities. 


Deputy Constable George B. Ad- 
ams was murdered by two men, 
whom he apparently stopped on 
Natural Bridge road, a mile west 
of Lindbergh boulevard, at 2 p. m. 
today. His body, shot twice in the 
chest, was found beside the road 10 
minutes later by the driver of a 
motorbus bound for St. Charlies. 

Henry Zuhone, in front of whose 
farm Adams was killed, gave the 
following accotint of the murder: 

“IT was in my grape arbor, about 
| 300 yards from the road when I 
lsaw three cars pull up beside the 
road. They were’ headed east. The 
Ford coupe of this’ police officer 
was in the middle, one car stopped 
behind it, the other in front. 

Saw Officer Fall. ~ ~ 

“The man that was later shot got 
out of his car and two men got 
out of one of the other cars—which 
one, I can’t say. The man from the 
Ford started across the road. [I 
heard a shot and he fell. Then the 
two men got back into their car 

and both machines started up fast 
toward the city.” 

Although Zuhone said he heard 
only one shot, another resident of 
the neighborhood, Gus Louies, said 
he heard two or more about that 
time, but did not see the shooting. 

Zuhone said he did not go out 
to the road after the two cars sped 
away. About 10 minutes later the 
driver of the St. harles bus passed, 
sa. wthe body and picked it up. 
Thinking Adams still alive he 
started for St, Charles, intending 
to go direct to the hospital, but a 
nurse on the bus examined Adams 
and pronounced him dead. 

The driver then stopped at the 
junction of Natural Bridge and St, 
Charles roads and reported EA 
murder. 

Shotgun Beside Body. 

The bus driver reported that the 
deputy constable, known as. 
to his friends, was-lying: beside his 
single-barreled sawed-off 
Examination of the weapon showed 
that it was not loaded. Adams’ re- 
volver was still in his shoulder ‘hol- 
ster. Deputies explained the empty 
cartridge in the cylinder. by saying 
that he always carried a dead’ shell 
under .the- hammer to avoid. acci- 
dental. discharge if his weapon 
shoould be dropped. 

In front of Adams’ car was a 
single .32 caliber automatic pistol 
shell, ejected apparently by one’ of 
the’ weapons of the slayers. The 
tracks of the car which had stopped 
in front of the deputy’s machine 
were deeply marked in

“A False Basis.” 

The rigid, uniform marginal re- 
quirements in the bill, Untermyer 
said, were written upon “a false 
basis” which he contended would 
have the effect of deflating the 
market.

CLAIM AGAINST

It Is for $134,000 Based on 
Deposits in Name of 
John Pellegrini Who De- 
nies Knowledge of Them. 


The Federal Government’s $287,- 
528 income-tax claim against Hen- 
ry J. Oldani, known as ‘King of 
St. Louis bootleggers,” now serving 
a term in Leavenworth peniten- 


tiary, was settled today by filing of 
a stipulation under which Oldani 


will pay $245,133. 

The Oldani case was one of those 
before Stephen J. McMahon, mem- 
ber of the United States Board of 
Tax Appeals, who is hearing the 
cases at the Federal building. Mc- 
Mahon has before him also a $134,- 
332 claim of the Government against 
Oldani’s father-in-law, John Pelli- 


grini. The eclaim is made because 
of deposits in his account at the 
Southwest Bank of St. Louis in 
1929, when Pelligrini reported no 
income. 

Ojdani, under the stipulation, will 
pay the total stated, which is for 
four years, 1927-30 inclusive, the 
amounts @or the different years be- 
ing: 


For 1927, $25,368 deficiency pay- 
ment, $12,684 penalty; 1928, $36,756 
payment, $18,378 penalty; 1929, $44,- 
340 payment, $22,170 penalty, and 
1930, $56958 payment $28,479 penalty. 
Put $1,237,425 in Bank. 
Government agents reported that 
Oldani, in 1927-29, inclusive, made 
bank deposits totaling $1,237,425, 
and that he reported net taxable 
incomes of less than $3600 in each 
of those years, when the return 
should have been on $200,000 or 


net taxable income $13,396; the 
Government held that it should 
have been $265,942. 

Oldani‘ w as taken to Leaven- 
worth Dec. 28, to serve a two-yéar 
term for income tax evasion. He 
pleaded “no contest” on an indict- 
ment charging him with making a 
false return for 1929. He lived at 
4663 Tower Grove avenue, where 
his wife and two children, and his 
father-in-law, Pellegrini, now re- 
side. FPelligrini’s place of business 
is stated, in Government records, as 
Murphysboro, Il. 

Pellegrini, in his petition protest- 
ing against the levy, declares he 
made no deposits in the Southwest 
Bank in 1929, and did not authorize 
anyone else to maka deposits there 
for him. 


Government's Contention. 


In its reply to Pellegrini’s an- 
swer, attorneys for the Internal 
Revenue Department charge that 
he failed and refused to produce 
books and records identifying or 
explaining the deposits and that 
failure to report the deposits was 
a “deliberate and willful attempt 
to evade income taxes, for all of 
which there is due as a fraud pen- 
alty 50 per cent of the deficiency 
tax.” ‘ 


Furthermore, it is contended by 
the Government, Pelligrini is not 
entitled to any deduction for busi- 
mess expenses or losses incurred 
since he failed to produce records 
or advise the Government of the 
nature of the business from which 
the income was derived. 

Therefore, the entire amount of 
the deposit should be considered as 
taxable net‘income instead of only 
50 per cent thereof as shown by the 
notice of deficiency, the Govern- 
ment states.

year to about $2400 a year. He said 
this association had the highest 
salaries of any of the 35 affected 
by the order, and that the officers 
involved. derived other income from 
allied realty rental and insurance 
agencies, operated im connection 
with the association. McBride said 
it would be the policy of his depart- 
ment to divorce such allied agen- 
cies from the operation of building 
and loan associations. 
More than one-half of the asso- 
ciations in the State are not paying 
withdrawals in cash as soon as the 
withdrawal notices are filed, he 
said, but under the law are prorat- 
ing the payments. These payments 
average about 5 per cent a month, 
he said.

ELK CITY, Ok., April 5. — The 
bodies of il persons—farm wives 
and children—were found today in 
the red mtd flats and driftwood 
of the Washita River, 
which broke out of its banks yester- 
day. ® 

Men in motorboats sought at 
least six more bodies. That was the 
number known to te missing and 
E. H.~McClanahan, a State game 
ranger, said the others might be 
dead. 

“TY have bee nup the river recent- 
ly on patrol,” he said, “and all 
along its banks I saw peaple living 
in tents and dugouts. They had no 
chance to escape that wall of 
water.” 

Relief workers cared for the 
homeless. Two hundred men, 
women and children, many-of them 
possessing only the clothes they 
wore, stood in line for food at a 
Hammon hotel. The total damage 
was put by C. P. Smith, district 
engineer handling relief work, at 
$625,000. 

All of the persons drowned were 
farm residents in the vicinity of 
Hammon, a town of 500. Three fam- 
ilies—those of Arthur M. Adams, 
L. L. Fenter and Lawrence Taylor— 
were hardest hit. 

. “lll just pray that they find the 
rest of them,” said the 4-year-old 
Adams as word came that the 
bodies of his wife and four of his 
six missing daughters had been re- 
covered. He and his two sons sur- 
vived the flood. 

The Dead and Missing. 

The bodies were found along a 

10-mile stretch of the river. 
Those found: Mrs. L. L. Fenter, 
35 years old; Stella Mae Fenter, 12, 
and Levit Fenter, 10; Mrs. Lawrence 
Taylor, 35, and Lenora Taylor, 12; 
Mrs. A. M. Adams and her daugh- 
térs, Opal, 18, Edith, 13, Lola Fay, 
5, and Audrey, 10; Lenora Bush, 10. 

The missing: L. L. Fenter, Ham- 
mon filling station operator, and a 
daughter; Mr. and Mrs. Leo Bush, 
Wilma Adams, 6, and Vane Ad- 
ams, l, 

Two rescue workers whens cap:

After drifting “along for about a 
mile,” he said, “suddenly the house 
hit something and everything went 
to pieces. I don’t know where moth- 
er went. I managed to reach the 
bridge and found the others there. 
I guess the rest drowned because 
we never saw them again.” 

Family in Floating House. 
Willy Beene, his wife and three 
children rode a mile down the 
flood waters without knowing it. 
The 31-year-old farmer told about 
it after he had rescued his family 
from the torrent. 

“We were all asleep when the 
flood came,” said Beene, “but 1 
woke up when the house _ tipped 
heavily to one side. Right away I 
knew the foundation had been 
washed out. 

“I put the bed up on chairs to 
keep it out of the water and put 
all the children on the bed. 

' “All this time we were floating 
down the river, but I didn’t know 
it until later, The children were 
scared and the storm was making 
so much noise that my wife and I 
never knew we were adrift. Then 
there was a jolt and I found we 
had grounded on a hill. When I saw 
we were on the river I put the 
children and my wife out on the 
hill-and then climbed out myself. 
It was above the water.”

‘Near Menard, Tex. 

MENARD, Tex., April 5. — The 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 8S. P. Car- 
roll and a hired hand named Welch 
were found today on the banks of 
the Saline Creek southeast of Men- 
ard. The three were killed in a 
flood that swept this section last 
night. 

Mrs. D. H. Teal, 18 years old, of 
Menard, was drowned near Liano 
when the motor of the automobile 
in which she and her husband were 
riding stalled in a swollen creek 
and they attempted to wade to 
higher ground. Teal saved himself 
but the strong current swept his 
wife away.

Fancy Salaries and the Veterans. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ONGRESS overrode the President's 
veto of the $228,000,000 independent 

offices appropriation bill, and wails went 

up throughout the land—from the fiuan- 
cia] centers—that ruin is upon us. 

And yet, from the Federal Trade Com- 
mission report to Congress, the newspa- 
pers list 31 men who received salaries in 
the starvation year of 1933 aggregating 
$4,005,696, enough, at CWA rates, to pay 
10,700 men for a year. And there were 
many times 31 who were near the $100,- 
000-a-year mark. 

But these salaries were not paid froni 
taxes. No, onty wages are paid from 
taxes, and every dollar expended from the 
independent offices appropriation will be 
spent in the channels of trade, seemingly. 
multiplying as it passes through mary 
hands until the | " takes it 
back to New York and its usefulness is 
lost. 

Yet there are other “taxes” charged to 

every dollar we spend, invisible, disguised 

as “costs,” “service charges,” “commis- 
sions,” “profits,” and are legitimately none 
of these. There are the wage cuts that 
we are asked to bear, many under lash 
of mass production to the limits of hu- 
man endurance, so that a few hundred 

men may enjoy enormous salaries, divi- 

dends and grinding interest. 

The payment of these swollen salaries 
during the year 1933, the fourth year of 
our economic debacle, is vastly more por- 
tentous to the national economy than 
the passage of the veterans’ compensation 
bill. For the latter, at least, are in need, 
but the lesson of 1929 has been forgotten 
by our industrial and finanical leaders. 
And Greed is still in the saddle. 

David Lawrence triumphantly remarks 
that if there were no large private for- 
tunes, Vincent Astor could not take the 
President on a fishing trip in the Nour- 
mahal. Well, our large and bountifully 
eupported Navy is still afloat (having not 
started to carry the mail), our richly 
subsidized merchant marine is still cash- 
ing Government contract checks. Why 
not request the steamship line that re- 
ceived $700,000 for carrying mail with 
postage of about $680 to lend a boat? 
As Astor is heavily interested in steam- 
ship lines, it is probable that the public 
is being “taxed” amply for his generosity, 
and without sanction of vote or chance 
of a veto.

On, the 
seven that the operators left.for him to decide, he 
awarded them in the most highhanded and dicta 
torial manner. In the interest of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, whose business he favored, he forced 
Western Air Express, a profitable line, to merge with 
TAT, the unprofitable aviation subsidiary of the 
Pennsylvania, thus giving it a chance to cut in on 
the earnings of the former. 

In numerous other cases he dictated mergers at 
will through threatening to withhold a mail contract 
if not obeyed. In reading the testimony, it is im- 
possible for any fair-minded person to discover the 
slightest trace of honest, competitive bidding. 
Establishing collusion in the award of contracts, 
the Black committee then probed the financial affairs 
of the large air companies. This brought to light a 
tale of graft so revolting as to be almost incredible. 
Incidentally, it sustained another ground for can- 
celing the mail contracts. The last Congress author- 
ized the President to cancél the mai] contracts if he 
found them contrary to public interest. All the many 
devices of corporate business since the war to loot 
the investor and demoralize business, which have 
turned' up time and again in other congfessional 
hearings, were shown by the Black committee to 
have reached a hideous fruition in the aviation 
industry. 

One official of a company—a young man of 25— 
was shown to have started with an investment of 
$40, which in two years had been manipulated by 
inside stock watering and stock exchange machinery 
into a market value of over $5,000,000. Selling part 
of his holdings, this insider reaped a cool million 
at 27 years. In another case among many, an initial 
investment of $253 was manipulated rapidly by the 
same practices into a market value of $35,000,000 and 
partially liquidated at a profit of over $9,000,000. 

While unloading their watered stock on the public, 
aviation officials helped themselves in addition to 
incredible bonuses and salaries, though the outsiders.

There is such an obvious fallacy in this argument 
that we have forborne disCussing it. It is that one 
evil is cited to excuse another. No ote who reads 
this page can be unaware of the numerous grabs, 
grafts and rackets with which the country is af- 
flicted, and which the Roosevelt administration is 
now making a Herculean effort to eradicate.

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A QUESTIONABLE TAX. 

In the pending revenue bill, a tax of 3 cents a 
pound is placed on coconut, sesame and other oils. 
Inconsistently, the present session of Congress re- 
cently re-enacted the Hawes-Cutting law, providing 
for Philippine independence and establishing a defi- 
nite system of quotas for Philippine exports to this 
country. The tax, if passed, would upset the apple 
cart, since Philippine trade with us in coconut oil, 
chief article of commerce between the two countries, 
would virtually be destroyed., Moreover, trade with 
England and other countries in other oils which 
Congress proposes to tax would be seriously affected, 
at a time when the President is asking authority to 
extend our foreign trade by reciprocal agreements. 

The tax, if passed, would bear heavily upon the 
consumer. It would increase the price of soap. It 
would hurt hotels, hospitals, laundries, in addition 
to imposing what is in effect a sales tax upon pri- 
vate individuals. If it would produce an appreciable 
amount of revenue, Secretary Morgenthau, for one, 
is unaware of how much. Who, then, are the bene- 
ficiaries of this peculiar tax, which would tamper 
with two of the administration’s major policies in 
international affairs? There are many other ways 
of getting revenue far less mischievous than this. 
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REMOVING A DISADVANTAGE. 

The opening of the seventh season of Federal barge 
service on the Upper Mississippi with the departure 
of the Mark Twain, towboat of the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation, and a cargo for Minneapolis, is a 
reminder that we are in what is certain to be a 
notable year in inland transportation on the rivers.

Thinks $300,000 Needed May 
Be Obtained by End of 
Fiscal Year, Tuesday. 


“Balancing the Budget” is the 
title of the sketch which may be 
put on at City Hall next Tuesday, 
for its first performance here in 10 
years. The producers, Dickmann 
& Nolte, are withholding a positive 
announcement until they are sure 
of getting the needed stage proper- 
ties. 

The fiscal year 1933-34 ends Tues- 
day. A year before, the deficit, or 
overdraft, for 1932-33, was the larg- 
est ih the city’s history, $1,379,529. 
Economy measures, including re- 
duction of the city’s force of em- 
ployes by about 900, and increased 
collections of back taxes, made it 
certain several months ago that 
there would be no such deficit 
shown in next Tuesday’s reckoning. 
At last accounts, the figures were 
within 300,000 of a balance, and 
some receipts of the License Collec- 
tor, and reversions of unused ap- 
propriations, were still to be report- 
ed. Reversions in some years have 
exceeded $300,000. 

“T am quite hopeful of ending 
the year without a deficit,” Comp- 
troller Nolte said today. Mayor 
Dickmann has been expressing the 
same hope for some weeks. 

The city had deficits at the end 
of each fiscal year back through 
1925, and in 1927 and 1929 the defi- 
cits were slightly more than $1,000,- 
000. In 1926 the deficit was only 
$24,700. In 1924, the last year but 
one of Mayor Kiel’s administration, 
the city had a balance, or surplus, 
of $178,495. In previous years ,defi- 
cits and surpluses alternated. The 
Kiel administration had a $1,029,598 
surplus in 1917, and a $1,005,366 def- 
icit in 1921, 

In the meantime, a citizens’ com- 
mittee is at work with the city’s 


fiscal officials on the problems of 


the coming year’s budget. The city 
will need ‘more than $2,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue for bond interest and 
sinking fund, and the prospects for 
back tax collections are not so good 
as they were last year, when the 
penalties for delinquency were re- 
mitted for a time by state law. The 
committee, headed by Marion C. 
Early, attorney, met. in the Mayor's 
office yesterday afternoon, and will 
meet again next Wednesday after- 
noon. Several new revenue mea- 
sures were discussed, including a 
city sales tax of one half of 1 per 
cent. 


KILLING OF HOLDUP MAN 
NO ACCIDENT, JURY DECIDES 


Insurance Company Defeats Claim 
on Death of Charles McCabe, 
Shot by Druggist. 

A jury in Circuit Judge Hall’s 
court returned a verdict yesterday 
in favor of the John Hancock Mvu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. of Boston in 
two suits on policies filed by the 
mother and sister of Charles Mce- 
Cabe, who was killed by Charles H. 
Zimmerman, druggist, 1454 Cham- 
bers street, in an attempted rob- 
bery of his store: 

McCabe carried $1040 in life in- 
surance, the policies providing for 
double indemnity in case of acci- 
dental death. The company paid 
the face of the policies without pro- 
test, but the mother and sister sued 
for $1040 more on the theory the 
death was accidental. 

This the company denied. Zim- 
merman testified that McCabe and 
another man, Charles Wilson, en- 
tered his store Oct. 26, 1931; and 
asked to see “the governor.” When 
Zimmerman went forward McCabe 
informed him it was a stickup, the 
druggist said. Zimmerman managed 
to obtain his revolver from a draw- 
er as he was escorted to the back 
of the door, and he shot McCabe 
when the latter attempted to es- 
cape, he said. The druggist cap- 
tured Wilson, holding him for the 
police. Wilson was later sentenced 
to serve 12 years in the penitentiary 
for his part in the holdup. Neither 
robber was armed, it developed. 

McCabe was a cooper by trade. 
His mother, Mrs. Ellen McCabe, and 
sister, Miss Nellie McCabe, reside 
at 5659 Vernon avenue.

NEW. ORLEANS. — Voters of 
Louisiana’s stormy Sixth District 
will have another opportunity on 
May 1 to Gecide what candidate 
they want to send to Congress. The 
election will also give Senator Huey 
P. Long. another opportunity td test 
his political. strength among the 
citizens of that section. 

Gov. O. K. Allen, supporter of 
ong, has decided to call a ial 
election at that time, Two at 
have already been made to fill the 
vacant: post of the late Representa- 
tive Bolivar C. Kemp. The issue 
finally resulted in a‘ congressional 
election committee refusing to seat 
either of two rival claimants. At 
one time the district became the 
scene of near-rebellion. Observers 
predicted it would mark the end of 
the red-haired Senator’s political 
ascendency in the State. 

The Congressman’s widow, 
backed by Long, was selected for 
the seat by a district Democratic 
committee which was allied with 
the Kingfish: Citizens of the dis- 
trict, however, refuse to recognize 
her. At a special election held in 
December, -they chose former State 
Senator J. V. Sanders. This elec- 
tion was not recognized by the com- 
mittee. 

Sanders received about 15,000 
votes. Mrs. Kemp polled about a 
third. of that number when the 
committee offered her name at the 
polls last September. No other 
candidate’s name appeared upon 
the Democratic ballot, and it was 
because of this fact that voters of 
the district were aroused. 

Regular party ballot boxes were 
torn from their places, ballots were 
burned, trucks carrying election 
paraphernalia were stopped on the 
highways and the Democratic Com- 
mittee and Kingfish were boldly de- 
fied. At Mass meetings the citizens 
threatened to take the law into 
their own hands and settle the is- 
sue with shotguns. Huey Long, 
they said, had acted as dictator of 
the State too long. They declared 
that from then on he could not tell 
them who their representative 
would be. 

The disorders and talk of martial 
law finally subsided. Voters trooped 
to the polls in December to vote 
for Sanders, but neither side could 
win a victory with the Congression- 
al Committee. Now, Gov. Allen has 
agreed to let the Sixth District peo- 
ple express themselves again.
